y ears, 
winning 
wide 
fav o r. 
Ho wev er, in 1908, when he was 4 2, 
Ho e frier abando ned this, ev entually 
settling in the co untry away fro m 
the clamo r o f city life, in o rder 
that he mig ht dev o te himself to 
creativ e wo rk. 
To day Lo « ffl« r 
liv es in retire­ 
ment in rural Medfield, Mass., and 
fo r the past #0 y ears his life has 
been marked by ex treme simplicity , 
the Quiet unfo lding o f a lifetime 
o f musical endeav o r during which 
he ha s slo wly carv ed fo r himself 
an impo rtant 
niche 
amo ng 
the 
ranks o f co ntempo rary co mpo sers. 
As a man, Lo effler claims o ne’s 
interest because o f the co ntrast to 
be seen in his perso nality when 
co mpared with that o f many mo d­ 
ern artists. 
His fo ndness fo r so li­ 
tude Hi anusual in this hectic, day 
o f pubHclty -seekers amo ng music­ 
ians, 
. Decidedly a g entleman o f culture, 
fastidio us In his perso nal habits 
and tastes, y et fo r y ears Lo effler 
has been a g reat deal o f a recluse, 
liv ing a simple life away fro m the 
brig ht lig hts. 
Ho wev er, his v aried 
educatio n, 
bro adened by y o uthful 
trav e! and an ex tensiv e familiarity 
with literature, 
bo th 
classic and 
mo dern, has co lo red 
his musical 
wo rks to a marked deg ree. 
The 
influence o f such co ntrasting writ­ 
ers a s Go g o l, Verlaine, Verg il and 
the 
Belg ian 
sy mbo list, 
Maurice 
Maeterlinck, g leam fro m his sco res. 
While Lo effler was still activ ely 
eng ag ed in o rchestral life, he had 
beg un to co mpo se, bring ing o ut a 
fo ur-part suite fo r v io lin and full 
o rchestra, 
"Lee 
Veilles de l’Uk- 
raine” in 18 91, 12 y ears befo re sev ­ 
ering his co nnectio n with sy mpho n­ 
ic life. 
This wo rk was Inspired by 
tho writing o f the Russian Go g o l. 
It was fo llo wed by a ’cello co ncer­ 
to sev eral y ears later, also a di- 
v ertlsement fo r o rchestra. 
In 18 97 , when Lo effler was 88. 
his sy mpho nic po em -La Mo rt de 
Tintag iles"' was written, fo unded 
o n the Maeterlinck play . The wo rk 
has been termed by Olin Do wnes o f 
the New Yo rk Times "a beautiful 
flo wering 
o f 
y o uthful, 
ro mantic 
feeling .” 
Sev eral y ears later came 
his "Div ertissement Bspag no le.”

(from Rollinat) and w hat is per­ 
haps the best-known of all Loeff- 
ler’s works "A Pagan Poem,” com­ 
posed in 1907, and frequently play ­ 
ed in recent y ears by various east­ 
ern orchestras. 
The latter work, founded on an 
Eclogue from the works of the 
poet Vergil has been termed a ver­ 
itable "hy mn 
to 
beauty .” It 
is 
woven about an impassioned love- 
theme with an early pagan setting. 
Some of Loeffler’s more recent 
works, written w ithin the past score 
of y ears include a sy mphonic work, 
"The My stic H our” (1917), "Psalm 
137,” a choral work "For One Who 
Fell in Battle.” 
Additional works 
include considerable chamber m u­ 
sic, two rhapsodies, a number of 
songs arranged to poems by Ver­ 
laine, Baudelaire, Rossetti and the 
Irish modern poet, W illiam Butler 
Yeats. 
The critics vary in their favors 
when commenting upon Loeffler’s 
achievements. Olin Downes praises 
this contemporary composer as a 
"creative artist of unique gifts and 
tendencies, standing clearly forth 
against the background of the mod 
era 
musical 
movement.” 
Paul 
Rosenfeld, another critic of author 
ity , does not 
hesitate 
to accuse 
Loeffler of "creative sterility , lack 
of 
spontaneity 
and 
distinctive 
sty le.” 
However, they are all agreed up­ 
on Loeffler’s unfailing instinct for 
refinement, a certain characteristic 
tone-coloring and a tremendous ca­ 
pacity for polishing and fastidious 
workmanship. They all attribute to 
him a feeling 
for 
ecstasy 
and 
my sticism, his m usic being likened 
to the atmosphere 
pervading the 
literary works of E dgar Allen Poe. 
In fact, Loeffler has often car­ 
ried his virtue of fastidiousness to 
a danger-point in the past, and to- 
tured by a too-critical passion for 
perfection of sty le, has destroy ed 
many of 
his 
own works. 
This 
tendency to ultra-refinem ent has 
also at times lessened his force and 
power. 
H is tendencies 
tow ard im pres­ 
sionism have led to Loeffler’s being 
compared with Debussy , that mas­ 
ter of French modern music. Loeff­ 
ler was possibly influenced by the 
great admiration which he felt for 
the work of Debussy , but his ador­ 
ation for the severe classicism of 
d’Indy was equally great, prevent­ 
ing him from following too closely 
in Debussy ’s footsteps. 
Loeffler s 
most 
recent musical 
composition, "Evocation” for chor­ 
us and orchestra, composed espe­ 
cially for the occasion, received Its 
premiere rendition a t the dedicatory 
concert honoring 
the 
opening of 
Severance 
Hall 
in Cleveland on 
February 8 of this y ear, the new 
hall having been donated to the 
Cleveland Sy mphony orchestra by 
John L Severance, one of Cleve­ 
land’s leading citizens. 
Because of his valuable contri­ 
bution to the orchestral repertoire 
of American 
composers, 
Loeffler 
will no doubt continue to occupy 
an especially signiflant place among 
current creative w riters for some

Mr. W ard in this book frankly 
faces the fact that the church has 
lost its power of leadership to a 
large degree. 
He analy zes briefly 
the causes for this and then pro­ 
ceeds to revitalize religion, to de­ 
scribe the kind of religion which 
is needed today , and for which the 
church, to preserve, or regain its 
vitality , must stand 
When the church stops chang 
lng society ,” he say s, “it conserves 
only the forces of decay and so 
becomes the source of corruption, 
When it runs away from the prob 
lem of change it does not escape 
the world, but comes into deeper 
bondage to i t 
W hen religion is 
not used to change the present 
order, its communal function is to 
throw 
its 
powerful 
sanctions 
around 
ex isting institutions. 
So 
today economic Imperialism m as­ 
querades as benevolence to weaker 
nations and ©elfish profit-seeking 
as service.” 
The book is ex tremely timely 
and Mr. W ard’s ideas alway s merit 
consideration. 
Apparently none of 
the 
questions 
which 
are 
today 
confronting 
church 
leaders 
are 
shunned. 
In the process of dis 
cussing the problems he clarifies 
i t 
If enough 
people 
could 
be 
found to study the book and at 
least try to revitalize religion as 
Mr. W ard suggests, the members 
of society would cease to be at 
cross purposes. 
Upon fellowship 
and society as a whole Mr. Ward 
places much emphasis. 
"Some day ,” he say s, "perhaps 
the intellectuals will achieve suffi­ 
cient intelligence to see that the 
only adequate defense of the good 
life for any body is to make it 
possible for every body . 
"Accepting of unearned income, 
living a t the ex pense of others, Is 
contrary to the economic morality 
of a productive people. When this 
practice Is accepted It means that 
the economic base of morals has 
shifted 
from 
production 
to 
ex ­ 
ploitation, from return for service 
rendered to that which luck en­ 
ables the fortunate or skill the 
stronger, to take. 
Mr. Ward empathizes what he 
describes 
as 
tho 
“developmental 
character of the religion of Jesus.” 
Acquisitive society , he say s, fur­ 
thermore, is contrary to the ideals 
of Jc^sus. 
"W hat Jesus condemns 
particularly is what prevents men 
from entering into the fellowship 
that he regards as the supreme 
good.” 
When each one la grab­ 
bing and amassing material pos­ 
sessions, he Is a t odds with other 
members of society .

a disposition on the part of some officials to 
go on their way merrily , spending money with 
a prodigality that is amazing, and failing to 
listen to the protests of the tax pay er or to 
face the conditions as they are. 
As long as property values added to the tax 
duplicates were able to absorb increased ex pen­ 
diture, added ex pense in a community has not 
necessarily been an added burden on the in­ 
dividual. ” But with the tendency to constantly 
increase ex pense and with bonded indebtedness 
heavy and interest charges high, the moment 
property values cease to increase or to have a 
temporary lull (and by temporary we mean a 
y ear or two), the burden becomes terrifically 
heavy , so much so that the income on the prop­ 
erty will not meet the tax es alone in many cases, 
and we have known of cases where tax es and 
assessments were greater than the value of the 
property itself. 
In fact, there are many cases where people 
will sell their property for less than the as­ 
sessed valuation. 
We noticed some advertise­ 
ments in a San Diego paper where the seller 
of real estate in his advertisement quoted the 
price he paid for his property and the assessed 
valuation. His assessed valuation and what he 
paid for it were about the same, and he offered 
k for a little less than one-fourth of that sum. 
The Assessor's office has done wisely , in our 
judgment, to make a horizontal decrease in 
the valuation of property , so that the tax bodies 
and all those who share the burden of determin­ 
ing the budget and the tax es for the coming 
y ear will be face to face with a challenge to 
reduce, rather than increase, the ex pense for 
the coming y ear and to lessen the tax burden. 
There will be $15,000,000 or more less prop­ 
erty upon which to raise money , and besides 
this, there will be a very considerable decrease 
in the tax es received in Orange county from 
oil output. 
If the rate remains the same, with 
the assessed valuation down, the burden will be 
less, but if all the tax ing bodies simply raise and mothers lam ent not knowing where their wan-

"We have property in this county that has pav­ 
ed streets, lights, water, fire and sanitary dis 
tricts, that can be bought for 50 per cent of 
what it would have sold for three y ears ago." 
And as he so aptly said: “Realizing these con­ 
ditions, I have reduced nearly all of our real 
estate and all improvements 10 per cent, doing 
what I can to relieve the tax burden. 
It is 
now up to the tax pay ers to get in touch with 
the tax -fix ing bodies of the county , cities, 
schools and special districts, ex plaining their 
condition, and asking them to make their rates 
as low as possible without stopping any needed 
improvements." 
And he might have added that common sense 
would suggest that considerable thought be put 
on the question of whether proposed improve­ 
ments are really needed. 
We believe the As­ 
sessor has started a fine work and performed 
a real service. 
There never was a time when 
the citizens should address themselves with 
greater care to their own government than now’. 
They should elect honest and the mpst able 
men who present themselves for public office. 
And the obligations to accept public office in 
the interest of good business and good govern­ 
ment should appeal to the best citizens there are 
in our city and county .

possible liberal education to every 
son and daughter of the state 
who Is willing to pay the prtce of 
hard work in return for the edu­ 
cational opportunity th at the state 
has provided, and th at Its uni­ 
versity should a t the same time see 
to it that th e loafer 
is lifted 
from the back of the tax pay er.

A state should ex pect th at 
Its university should give profes­ 
sional training to the sons 
and 
daughters of the state in all fields 
in which professional training is 
not already available to them else­ 
where w ithin decent reach. 
(6) A sta te should ex pect th a t
